Canada’s Long-term Market is not Easy 
but the Challenge Can be Met 


The article below, from the Office of the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner 
at Ottawa, ts the second in a new series of digests of studies of the Canadian Economy. 
The studies were prepared and published at the request of the Royal (Gordon) Com- 
mission on Canada’s Economic Prospects. The first article in the new series, dealing 
with Canada’s energy resources, was published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 9. 


Canada’s Economic Prospects are of particular interest to United Kingdom exporters. They 

are ‘Canada’s Imports,’ “Canadian Secondary Manufacturing Industry’ and ‘Canada-United 
States Economic Relations.’ Taken together, they provide a comprehensive picture of some aspects 
of the Canadian economy against which British firms interested in the Canadian market can attempt 
to assess their prospects over the next quarter century — the period examined by the Royal Com- 
mission. 

The study on Canada’s Imports (by Professor D, W. Slater of Queen’s University, Kingston) 
sets out to answer, among other questions, ‘What are the prospects of Canadian imports in the 
aggregate, and in content and geographical sources? In particular, what are the prospects of a 
substantial increase in the United Kingdom share of Canadian imports?’ 


United Kingdom’s Share 


The answer given to the last question is that while the volume of Canada’s imports from the 
United Kingdom will increase substantially, our share of her imports will rise only marginally. 
Professor Slater reckons that in the next 25 years Canada’s merchandise imports from the United 
Kingdom will increase from the current annual average of between $400 million and $500 million 
a year to something over $1,000 million. The composition of our exports may well change over the 
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years, but the total value will about double. Thus Canada will 
continue to be a valuable customer for United Kingdom firms 
which are prepared to meet the special requirements of a market 
that has been described by some exporters as the most difficult in 
the world; but our share of her total imports is unlikely to change 
significantly. Professor Slater estimates that our share will be only 
9-6 per cent. in 1980, compared with the same percentage in 1954 
and 8-5 per cent. in 1955. (In 1956 our share was 8:5 per cent. and 
in 1957 it rose to 9:3 per cent.) 

On the other hand, the United States’ share, which has recently 
been around 73 per cent. (compared with their 60 per cent. and our 
20 per cent. pre-war), is expected by Professor Slater to increase to 
76:3 per cent. If his forecast proves correct it would mean that the 
United States would, in 1980, be doing over $300 million a year more 
trade than she would if her share of the market remained the same 
as it is today. 

Why is it believed that the United Kingdom share of Canada’s 
overseas purchases will remain roughly the same while that of the 
United States will increase? Some of the factors which have limited 
and will continue to limit our advance in the Canadian market are 
beyond our control. For example, imports of consumer durables, 
machinery and equipment, and parts for the manufacture of these 
goods now account for a much larger proportion of Canada’s total 
import requirements, and as these goods have come mainly from 
the United States, that country’s share has naturally increased. On 
the other hand, Canada’s total imports of textiles and textile products 
have declined; and, as these goods have come largely from the United 
Kingdom, even if we had retained the same share in the group the 
overall decline in it would have reduced our total share. Professor 
Slater considers that it is likely that consumer durables and parts 
and materials for such commodities will form a larger proportion of 
total imports in future. Machinery and equipment will probably 
also increase as a proportion of total imports, and while they will 
continue to come mainly from the United States, it is in these categories 
that Professor Slater considers we must try to expand our sales in 
Canada. He concludes: ‘It appears that the United Kingdom and 
Western Europe will do well to hold their present share in the 
Canadian market. Their exports of clothing and personal furnishings 
to Canada will probably decline relatively; to hold their present 
position they must achieve a significant increase in their exports of 
machinery and equipment to Canada.’ 

This forecast is indeed a challenge to United Kingdom exporters. 
It implies a rapidly-expanding market in which we are now well- 
established in many fields, yet one in which our leading competitor 
is expected to make greater headway overall in the next quarter 
century. 


Secondary Industries 


The important economic link between Canada and the United 
States, which Professor Slater sees gaining in strength in the next 
25 years, is also discussed in the study on ‘Canadian Secondary 
Manufacturing Industry’ by D. H. Fullerton and H. A. Hampson. 
The secondary industries of the two countries are closely linked, say 
the authors, for a variety of reasons. Geography, the extensive tourist 
trade between the two countries, American advertising, the generally 
high quality of American goods, similarities in attitudes and cultures, 
have all tended to create in Canadians a desire for products of American 
style or design, particularly in the field of brand-name consumer 
durables and machinery. 

In the words of the authors: “The developing Canadian market 
for many of these products of secondary industry is usually first 
satisfied by imports from the United States producer. Eventually 
the Canadian market is large enough to permit the establishment of 
a branch plant in Canada to assemble the product of imported com- 
ponents, with the timing of the move into Canada conditioned in 
part by the level of tariff protection and by the prospects of action by 
competitors. In the final stage, a large proportion of the components 
are manufactured in Canada. This process is continuous, with new 
products being introduced steadily by the parent in the United 
States. As a result, the Canadian branch continues to expand with the 
growth of the parent, as well as with the development of the Canadian 
market; it may become more independent, more Canadianized i in its 
activities, but the links with the parent usually remain strong.’

The authors see considerable advantage to Canadian secondary 
industry in its links with the United States. Canadian subsidiaries 
can look to their American parents for the fruits of their research, 
engineering, and process development, and for the supply of complex 
parts, as well as for management advice, staff training and capital. 
In the field of research and development, the advantages to Canadian 
industry of its links with the United States are particularly marked, 
for in many cases the Canadian demand alone is not large enough to 
support far-reaching research and development programmes. The net 
result of the parent subsidiary relationship is to keep the costs of 
manufacture in Canada a good deal lower than they would be if the 
subsidiary had to stand on its own feet. 

Looking to the future, the authors conclude that it is unlikely 
that there will be any great change in the share of Canada’s total 
national expenditure devoted to the purchase of manufactures; 
although if there is to be any change it will be upward rather than 
downward. The share of the total demand which Canadian firms 
will obtain will depend on their ability to lower their costs in relation 
to the cost of foreign competitors. The authors do not expect overseas 
competition to increase in the efficient mass production industries. 
They forecast that the proportion of imports supplied by the United 
States and overseas countries will continue much as they are at present. 


Links with the United States 


The dominant part played by the United States in the Canadian 
economy, which is the recurring theme in the first two studies, is 
also emphasized in the study on ‘Canada-United States Economic 
Relations,’ by Irving Brecher and S. S. Reisman. It is essential, say 
the authors, to recognize that the major source of external influence 
on the Canadian economy, and indeed on the national development 
generally, is the United States. In the fields of trade and investment, 

anada’s external pattern has undergone a basic shift in the direction 
of closer orientation towards the United States economy accompanied 
by a weakening of Canadian economic links with the United Kingdom 
and other overseas countries. The United States currently holds 
more than three-quarters of the total foreign investment in Canada, 
and her share has been growing rapidly. 

The other links, which have been touched on in the first two studies, 
are again dealt with — close contact through corporations and business 
enterprises, general institutional links, including international trade 
unions (‘it is entirely clear that the trade union movement in the 
United States has exerted a powerful and continuous influence on 
Canadian erganized labour’), the inter-change of people and ideas, 
trade associations, the media of mass communication — the press, 
television, radio and the motion picture industry. The great majority 
of Canada’s population is strung out along the narrow band parallel 
to the United States border within easy reach of large American 
metropolitan centres, and through family, business and professional 
connections, as well as large scale travel and migration, the Canadian 
poone come into frequent contact with the many aspects of American 

e. 


One of the significant things in the large United States stake in 
Canadian business is that the policy on purchasing materials, parts 
and equipment, may be influenced by the parent companies. On this 
point, which is of considerable interest to the United Kingdom ex- 
porter, the study concludes: ‘As might be expected, because the 
relationships between parent and subsidiary are often close in per- 
sonnel, plant design and product styling, they typically exhibit 
similar behaviour in their purchasing policies and practices. Accord- 
ingly, they will often use similar materials, parts and equipment and 
similar sources of supply as a matter of course and quite apart from 
any element of direction from the parent. Within this framework, 
however, there appears to be considerable latitude for many subsidiaries 
in their purchasing decisions. Many of the major companies apparently 
make a deliberate effort, as a matter of policy, to buy in Canada when- 
ever supplies are available on a competitive basis with respect to 
price, quality and service. Indeed, a number of these companies have 
attempted to develop Canadian sources of supply, even at the cost 
of initial premium prices and other disadvantages. Among the reasons 
cited for such a policy are the desire for good customer and public 
relations, the need for equipment and supplies uniquely suited to 
Canadian conditions and the greater cértainty and convenience 
associated with domestic supplies and services close at hand. On the 
other hand, there are cases where the parent exercises close super- 
vision over general purchasing and channels the subsidiary’s require- 
ments to itself and to its own suppliers.’ 
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Thus the United Kingdom exporter may sometimes be faced with 
purchases ‘tied’ to a United States parent, and will often find it 
very difficult to attract the business of the subsidiary, whatever the 
merits of his product. As the study points out, however, many 
subsidiaries are allowed considerable latitude in their purchasing 
policy, and if the product and the price are attractive there is always 
the chance of doing business. 


These three studies illustrate some of the obstacles to long-term 
expansion of British exports to Canada; and taken together they may 
seem to make these particular obstacles pretty formidable. It is always 
useful, however, to know what one is up against, and if the United 
Kingdom exporter is fully aware of the ‘natural’ advantages enjoyed 
by his United States competitor in the Canadian market he knows 
just what he must do to improve his own competitive position. 


Some factors are beyond his control. Geography cannot be changed, 
although air travel and transport now help a lot in this respect — for 
example, it is often just as easy to fly urgently-needed spares from 
Britain as from the United States, or to send top level executives to 
chase a big contract. It is, however, wide open to the United Kingdom 
firm to meet its United States competitor in the field of advertising, 
packaging, aggressive salesmanship, after-sales service and in general 
understanding of the market. The lesson to be learned from these 
three studies is that this special difficulty in selling to Canada does 
exist, and that if the difficulty is to be overcome a special effort must 
be made. Much progress has been made in recent years towards an 
understanding of the Canadian market and there is no reason to 
doubt that our manufacturers can continue to hold, or even increase, 
their share of a rapidly expanding market. 


British Port Warehouse Keepers’ Committee

Kingdom’s leading ports have recently formed the British Port 
Warehouse Keepers’ Committee to provide a focal point for matters 
of general interest to public warehouse keepers and, so far as ware- 
housing is concerned, to their customers. 


This is not a new organization; it stems from a consultative com- 
mittee set up during the last war when it became necessary to establish 
a liaison among the port warehouse keepers’ associations. The ten 
associations forming the Committee are:

Exemptions from Key Industry 
Duty 


THE BOARD OF TRADE are considering the continuation for the 
period August 19, 1958, to December 31, 1958, of the exemptions 
from Key Industry Duty set out in the Safeguarding of Industries 
(Exemption) Orders Nos. 1 and 3 and in any further Exemption Order 
which H.M. Treasury may make before August 18, 1958, under 
Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, as amended by subsequent 
enactments. 


Lists of the articles— mainly chemicals - exempted from Key 
Industry Duty until August 18, 1958, by the above-named Orders 
were published in Statutory Instruments 1958, Nos. 204 and 734 and 
will be found in the Board of Trade Journal for February 14 and 
May 9, 1958. 

The repeal of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921 and the 
entry into force of the Import Duties Act, 1958 on January 1, 1959, 
make it desirable to delete from the lists of articles exempt from Key 
Industry Duty those that are no longer being imported. Accordingly, 
consideration will be given to the exemption from Key Industry 
Duty for the period August 19 to December 31, 1958 of only those 
articles in respect of which specific requests are received. 

Requests for exemption and any other representations arising from 
this announcement should be sent to the Board of Trade, Tariff 
Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not later than 
June 20, 1958.

Electronic Computer Exhibition 


NEW ELECTRONIC computing equipment that promises to have a 
significant impact on industry and commerce will be on show for the 
first time at the Electronic Computer Exhibition to be held at 
Olympia, London, from November 28 to December 4. 

The joint organizers of the exhibition, the Electronic Engineering 
Association and the Office Appliance and Business Equipment Trades 
Association (organizer, Mrs. S. S. Elliott, M.B.E., 11-13 Dowgate 
Hill, London, E.C.4), announce that all available space at the 
exhibition has been taken. There will be 45 firms occupying 47 stands, 
and the list of exhibitors shows how representative it will be of the 
British electronic computer industry and its ancillaries. 

Equipment to be shown will include new miniaturized elec- 
tronic computers that will calculate weekly wage packets and 
apparatus designed for the fully automatic control of an atomic 
power station or a steel works. 


Domestic Furniture Production 
in April 


THE VALUE OF manufacturers’ deliveries of domestic furniture 
during April is estimated at £8-6 million, indicating a slight rise 
compared with April 1957 (£8-5 million). The volume of deliveries, 
however, when allowance is made for the rise in prices over the year, 
was, if anything, slightly lower. The index of deliveries for April 
1958 at 1954 prices continuing the series introduced in the Board of 
Trade Journal on May 23, 1958 (page 1215) was 86 (1954 = 100). 
The index numbers allow for variations in the number of working 
days in each month, but no adjustment is made for statutory or other 
holidays. 

Orders on hand at the end of April are estimated at about £4-°3 
million and showed much the same decrease compared with a year 
earlier as did the end March figure which was 17 per cent. down 
compared with March 1957. 


Sales in Carpet Industry in April 


MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of carpets in April were seasonally lower 
owing to the Easter holiday. Nevertheless, the index of the rate of 
sales adjusted for the length of the working month, but not for non- 
statutory holidays or other seasonal factors, was 9 per cent. more than 
in April last year.

Index of Retail Prices in April 


AT APRIL 15, the official index figure which measures changes in 
the average level of retail prices compared with the level at January 17, 
1956 (taken as 100), was 110, compared with 108 at March 18. Cal- 
culated to one decimal, the April index was 109-6 compared with 
108-4 for March. 

The rise in the index during the month was due in the main to 
increases (some of them seasonal), in the average prices of a number of 
commodities in the food group, including potatoes, eggs and bacon. 
Increases in rents and rates accounted for a small part of the rise.*

will be given in the May issue of the Ministry of Labour Gazette to be 
published on May 31.

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Export Achievements of United 
Kingdom Firms 


Below is a further list of important export orders or contracts 
recently obtained by United Kingdom firms. The Board of Trade 
Journal will be pleased to consider other examples and to publish 
those of outstanding value or significance. 


Wharf Extension and Harbour Improvements for Bahamas. 
A contract for a 550 foot extension to the main wharf, and other 
improvement work on the harbour at Nassau in the Bahamas, has 
been awarded to Sir Robert McAlpine & Sons (Bahamas) Limited. 
The work is expected to start in July and will increase the length of 
the Prince George Wharf to 1,150 feet, enabling it to take several 
cruise or cargo ships at one time and reduce demurrage which now 
occurs when vessels have to anchor off Nassau Bar awaiting dock 
space. The present wharf has 27 feet of water on the north side and 
17 feet on the inside. At the same time as the wharf is extended, 
dredging will be carried out to deepen the harbour and widen the 
inner end of the approach channel. After dredging, there will be 
27 feet of water on both sides of the extended wharf. This project, 
which is expected to cost £217,000, is the first one to be undertaken 
by McAlpine in the Bahamas. 


Mobile Cranes for Portuguese East Africa. Ransomes & Rapier 
Limited, of Ipswich, have recently received an order for 13 mobile 
cranes for use on Portuguese East African Railways at Beira, Lourenco 
Marques and the Port of Nacala. During the past six months, Rapier 
excavators valued at over £100,000 have been shipped to Spain and 
three Rapier shovels specially modified for handling sugar have 
been supplied to Australia for Lucinda Point and Bundaberg Sugar 
Terminals. 

Transmitter for New Radio Station in Jordan. Marconi’s 
Wireless Telegraph Company Limited have received an order from 
Jordan for a high-power transmitter for a new radio station to be built 
in Amman. It is planned to bring this station on the air early in 1959. 
Marconi’s are to supply a 100 kW. medium wave transmitter Type 
BD206. This air-cooled transmitter is one of the range of high power 
broadcast equipments designed by the Company to provide high 
fidelity transmission. Two of the main advantages of this trans- 
mitter, which has already met with considerable success throughout 
the world, are its low running costs and simplicity of operation. 


Church Windows for the United States. James Powell & Sons 
(Whitefriars) Limited, of Whitefriars Studios, Wealdstone, Middlesex, 
are supplying three windows for St. Stephen’s Church, Olean, New 
York State. The company has introduced a new technique for the 
construction of church and other stained-glass windows and the three 
windows referred to above are of the new type, consisting of coloured 
slab glass half an inch thick set in concrete. James Powell & Sons have 
already provided several large windows of the traditional leaded 
character for the same church and in view of the growth of interest 
in the United States in the new technique, the firm has appointed an 
agent there. Another important American contract recently under- 
taken by James Powell & Sons is for a cleristory window of 300 sq. ft. 
of leaded stained glass. It will consist of five lights, each 20 ft. high 
and approximately 2 ft. 6 ins. wide, to be installed in St. Thomas’s 
Church on 5th Avenue, New York. The company has created all 
the stained-glass windows required for this church. 

Textile Mill for Iran. A further contract in the region of £250,000 
has been placed for the supply of a textile mill at Shahi, Iran, on the 
shores of the Caspian Sea, with Taylor Woodrow (Building Exports) 
Limited, of London, marketing members of the Arcon Group of 
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prefabricated building manufacturers. The new contract represents 
a ‘doubling up’ of the order for a mill, worth over £250,000, awarded 
by the Plan Organization of Iran to Taylor Woodrow (Building 
Exports) last year. The second mill, over 580 ft. long and covering an 
area of 235,000 sq. ft., will be slightly smaller than the first mill. 
This, 600 ft. long, covering an area of nearly 300,000 sq. ft. and now 
nearing completion, is regarded as the largest ‘ready made’ building 
ever to be sent from one country to another. Both mills will consist 
almost entirely of ‘Arcon’ Sawtooth Roof, designed to combine the 
maximum indirect light with wide uninterrupted areas of floor space. 
Components — for the second mill - first shipments of which begin 
this month, include over 550 tons of steel, 74 tons of aluminium and 
200 tons of glazing. 

Power equipment for Microwave Radio Link between New- 
foundland and Nova Scotia. W. H. Dorman & Co. Limited, of 
Stafford, and their Ontario agents, Mechron Engineering Products 
Limited, of Ottawa, have been awarded a contract for powering a 
new microwave radio link between St. Johns, Newfoundland, and 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, the combined value of which is in the neighbour- 
hood of $1 million. This is the first part of a vast expansion programme 
undertaken by Canadian National Telegraphs. W. H. Dorman & Co. 
will be supplying 44 of their ‘L’ range engines, ranging from 20 to 120 
horse power, many of them equipped to run for periods up to six 
weeks without any attention by human hand, as they will operate in 
remote unattended sites. 


The generating sets and engines will be identical to the several 
hundred units supplied by Dormans and Mechron in 1956 for power- 
ing the Mid-Canada Radar Defence Line. It is thought that the 
satisfactory performance of these units in this vital duty was a major 
factor in the award of the present contract. This is the third major 
telecommunications project this year for which W. H. Dorman & 
Co. have been awarded the diesel engine contract, the other two being 
for Malaya and New Zealand. The same company was also recently 
awarded a Canadian contract worth $50,000 to supply diesel marine 
propulsion engines developing 130 horse power at operating speed. 
The contract was awarded by the Canadian Department of Transport, 
and the engines will power landing craft used for taking supplies to 
isolated communities along the rugged coastlines of Canada. 


Lighting Sets for State Railways, Chile. J. Stone & Co. 
Limited, have recently been successful in obtaining a contract 
from the State Railways, Chile, for the supply of 150 coach lighting 
sets the value of which is in the neighbourhood of £107,799.

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World Production of Industrial 
Fibres is Rising 


WORLD PRODUCTION of the chief industrial fibres rose for the 
third successive season in 1956-57 to a new record level, according to 
‘Industrial Fibres’* published by the Commonwealth Economic 
Committee. The increase applied to all the main fibres except cotton. 
Aggregate fibre production in the free world during 1956-57 was very 
slightly higher than in the previous season, and the estimated total 
of 28,300 million Ib. was the largest ever recorded. Total fibre 
production in the Commonwealin continued to rise, appreciable 
increases in wool, cotton, sisal, man-made fibres and jute being 
recorded compared with the previous season, although flax output 
continued to fall. 


World consumption of the main apparel fibres again increased 
during the period under review, the overall rise amounting to some 
4 per cent. Stocks, by contrast, showed a downward trend. Those of 
cotton fell for the first time since 1950-51, as a result of the sustained 
level of consumer demand and of the measures taken by the United 
States Government to dispose of its surplus holdings. Stocks of wool 
and jute also declined between 1956 and 1957. 


Price trends of the different industrial fibres exhibited quite marked 
divergencies during the 1956-57 season, but on balance world prices 
of cotton, silk, flax and sisal were lower than in the previous season, 
while those of wool, jute and manila hemp were noticeably higher. 
In the closing months of 1957, however, the movement towards a 
lower basis of prices became more widespread.

Questions Asked and Answered 


in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and 
answered in Parliament. 


Thursday May 22 


Flammability of Textiles 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
if the British Standards Institution had yet reached conclusions 
regarding the flammability rating of clothing textiles; and if considera- 
tion would now be given to labelling for danger all textiles and 
garments that flamed upwards 100 ins. within one minute, and less. 

The President said that the British Standards Institution was 
waiting for the completion of technical investigations into a washing 
treatment to form part of the test to ensure that a flame-resistant 
finish was durable. He understood that the Standard would define 
‘flame resistant’ on a rating of 150. The answer to the second part of 
the question was ‘No, Sir.’ 


Imports of Cigars from Cuba and Jamaica 

The President was asked what quantities of cigars were imported 
from Cuba and Jamaica respectively, in each of the six years from 1952; 
what increases had been permitted in the quota for Cuban cigars 
since the trade agreements with Cuba had been in operation; and 
what had been the total value of United Kingdom exports to Cuba in 
each of the years covered by these agreements. In reply, the President 
circulated the following in the Official Report: 

The quantities of cigars imported from Cuba and Jamaica for the 
years 1952-56 are shown in Volume II of the Annual Statement of 
Trade of the United Kingdom for 1955 and 1956; the total value of 
United Kingdom exports to Cuba is shown in Account IV of the 
Trade and Navigation Accounts for December 1954 and December 
1956. In 1957, 97,000 lbs. of cigars were imported from Cuba and 
112,000 Ibs. from Jamaica. United Kingdom exports (including 
re-exports) to Cuba in 1957 totalled £8-1 million. 

The quotas for Cuban cigars under our trade agreements with 
Cuba have been as follows:

Bread Monopoly 

A Member asked the President what action he had taken since 
early April with reference to the complaint made about the bread 
firms’ monopoly in Liverpool and their refusal to supply retailers with 
bread, because a cheaper loaf was available, and supplied by another 
firm, details of which were sent to him. 

The President said: ‘None, Sir.’ He was informed by the Registrar 
of Restrictive Trading Agreements that he was inquiring whether a 
registerable agreement existed. He would be glad to have any informa- 
tion which the Member could provide on this subject.

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Arrangements for Imports of Goods from Japan 


THE ARRANGEMENTS under Notice to Importers No. 857 dated 
May 28 1958 for the import of goods from Japan in the period 
April 1, 1958, to March 31, 1959, are set out in the following paragraphs 
except in the case of canned salmon, the arrangements for which have 
already been announced in Notice to Importers No. 856. (See Board 
of Trade Journal May 16, 1958, page 1149.) 


Imports under Open Individual Licensing 


2. Imports of canned crab and bottled and canned mandarin oranges 
will again be permitted without limitation of quantity under Open 
Individual Licences, for which application may be made at any time 
on Form ILB/A to the Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


Imports under Quota 

3. Applications may also be submitted for licences out of the quotas 
for the current period, which are listed in the Appendix. Quotas 16, 
17, 21, 25, 27 and 28 have been widened in scope, and there is a new 
Quota, item 29, covering imports of transistor radios. Applications for 
licences to import cameras (Quota No. 28) will be considered only 
from accredited agents of Japanese still camera manufacturers; and 
for licences to import transistor radios under the new Quota, No. 29, 
from traders who imported portable radios from any source in the 
year 1957. For the rest, licences will in most cases be issued to traders 
who held licences to import under the corresponding quotas in the 
18 months period ended March 31, 1958, and will be in proportion 
to their imports under these licences. In the case of some quotas 
(notably Nos. 11, 22, 25, 26 and 27) it may be possible to consider 
also applications by traders who have not previously held licences. 


How to Apply for Quota Licences

Non-European Countries 

Over 1,300,000 passengers travelled between the United Kingdom 
and non-European countries in 1957, 9 per cent. more than in 1956. 
For the first time in recent years sea travel on these routes declined, 
by 4 per cent.; air travel rose more sharply than usual, by 28 per cent. 

Movement by sea as mentioned earlier, was affected by the closure 
of the Suez Canal and by associated shipping difficulties early in the 
year; sea passenger traffic to and from India, Pakistan and Ceylon was 
a third below the 1956 level, and to and from Australia and New 
Zealand was 12 per cent. less. Sea travel to and from the United States 
also declined, by 6 per cent., although traffic as a whole increased. 
Inward air traffic from the United States rose by 22 per cent. and 
outward air traffic, which was affected by increased emigration to 
Canada via the United States, by 37 per cent. Outward traffic to 
Canada by sea and air was also affected by the increased emigration 
to Canada; outward sea traffic rose by 12 per cent. and outward air 
traffic, which included the special air lift of emigrants arranged by the 
Canadian government, by 85 per cent. Arrivals in this country by

30 per cent. in arrivals by air. 


Migration 

The unsettled international situation at the end of 1956 lent a 
stimulus to emigration in 1957, and the number emigrating direct 
by sea to non-European countries (Table 9) rose by 22,000 to 163,000, 
the highest figure since 1952. Most of the increase was in emigration 
to Canada which rose by 18,000 to 61,000. Comparable information 
is not available about emigration by air but, according to Canadian 
sources, there were 109,000 immigrants into Canada from the United 
Kingdom by all routes in 1957, an increase of 59,000 over 1956. 

Despite shipping difficulties early in 1957, emigration direct by 
sea to Australia increased by 3,000 and was little below the high 1955 
figure. The Australian Government announced in 1957 new sponsoring 
procedures designed to attract British migrants. Much of the increase 
in emigration to Australia took place under the Assisted Passage 
Scheme. 

Immigration direct by sea from most non-European countries was 
lower in 1957 than in 1956. There was a particularly sharp fall in 
immigration from the West Indies. 

Information is not available about migration on the short routes

to and from the Continent or Irish Republic, or by air to and from 
non-European countries, comparable to the information available 
for the long sea routes. The usual inward balances of passenger 
movement from the Irish Republic and the Continent were, in 1957, 
more than offset by the high net outward movement to non-European 
countries, particularly to Canada, and the balance of total passenger 
movement was outward from the United Kingdom after having been 
inward since 1954.

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Sales in Hosiery Industry in April 


THE RATE of manufacturers’ sales in the hosiery industry decreased 
in April when they were 7 per cent. less, in value, than in April, 1957. 
Sales in the industy for the three months ended April are provisionally 
estimated to have been 6 per cent. less than a year ago; prices were 
a little higher in this quarter, and adjusting for these price changes, 
the volume was about 7 per cent. less. The index numbers below 
are of the rate of manufacturers’ sales of all knitted goods (including 
warp knitted fabrics) adjusted for the length of the working month, 
but not for non-statutory holidays or other seasonal factors. 


More detailed information of hosiery sales for the three months 
ended January 1958 is now available. After allowing for the omission 
from the statistics, since May 1957, of firms employing between 
11 and 24 persons, the total value of sales in that period was 3 per 
cent. less than a year earlier although prices of knitted goods were 
3 per cent. more. The decrease in sales occurred in all sections except 
that producing warp-knitted fabrics.

Surinam Offers a Growing Market for British 


Consumer Goods 
By the Honorary British Vice-Consul at Paramaribo

SURINAM (OR NETHERLANDS GUIANA), situated on the north- 
east coast of South America, in the torrid zone, is nearly five times the 
size of the Netherlands. The greater part of the country is undeveloped 
and there may not at present be very substantial openings for British 
goods in general, yet Surinam is a country which offers to United 
Kingdom exporters worthwhile opportunities in the fields of building 
materials of all kinds, household equipment, farm machinery and 
insecticides, autocycles and lightweight textiles. 

Beyond the coastal alluvial belt containing much swamp, there is 
a region of savannahs and from there to the Brazilian border, tropical 
forest covers Surinam. The population of a quarter of a million is 
made up of East Indians, Creoles, Indonesians, Amerindians, Chinese 
and Europeans, and whilst the official and main language spoken is 
Dutch, most people understand and speak English. 

The opportunities for United Kingdom products are brought 
about mainly by the carrying out of Surinam’s Ten Year Plan. This 
plan is now in its fourth year, and is providing Surinam with the 
means to develop its economy. It provides for an expenditure over 
the ten year period (1955-1965) of Sfi. 127,000,000 (Sfi. 5-20 = £1). 
One third of this amount is being contributed by Surinam, and the 
remaining two thirds by the Netherlands — one third as a gift and one 
third on the basis of a long term loan. (Surinam has been since 1954 
an ‘ autonomous and equal partner in the Kingdom of the Nether- 
lands’.) 


Each year, in consultation with the Netherlands, Surinam lays 





























down a plan of action for the coming year, indicating the projects 
to be undertaken in that year. The total investment will be divided 
as follows:

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There is considerable activity under the plan. The various housing 
projects, new school buildings, etc., have created an increasing 
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demand for such articles as glazed tiles, sanitary ware, electrical 
equipment, household fittings, water pipes and tubes, paints, etc. 
Moreover, refrigerators, washing machines and air conditioning units 
are finding a growing market in Surinam. 

Large sums have also been provided under the plan for the develop- 
ment and mechanization of agriculture. British manufacturers of 
light tractors, farm machinery, insecticides and the like might find 
it profitable to investigate the market. 

The road building programme is leading to an increased demand 
for fast, easy transportation and autocycles are gradually replacing 
bicycles. There are nearly 7,000 autocycles on the roads in Surinam 
and whilst the British bicycle practically monopolizes the market, 
the same cannot be said, unfortunately, for autocycles. The British 
autocycle has yet to make its debut in Surinam. 

Textile manufacturers too, should be able to increase the volume 
of business being done at present with Surinam. To achieve this, 
however, they must be able to offer the light-weight materials used 
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in making up tropical suits and costumes. American fashions are 
favoured and considerable quantities of materials such as Dacron, 
rayon and similar fabrics are imported annually from the United 
States. Surinam tailoring establishments, which have improved 
vastly in recent years, make up the various articles which are sold 
both on the home market and abroad. During 1956 this industry 
exported ready-made clothing to the tune of £85,000. 


Brokopondo Plan 


Although Surinam is primarily an agricultural country, it is 
economically dependent on bauxite, exporting between three and four 
million tons of ore annually. The deposits are exploited by one Dutch 
and one American company. Because Surinam does not have the 
electric power required for processing the ore, it is shipped to the 
United States. Negotiations which have recently resulted in the 
signing of an agreement between the Surinam Government and the 
Aluminium Company of America, have, however, brought about the 
realization of the so-called Brokopondo-plan — the construction of a 
dam and hydro-electric power plant in Surinam which will make it 
possible for the ore to be processed on the spot. It is hoped, too, that 
the surplus power which will be available when the dam is finally 
completed, will help to encourage new industries and stimulate the 
general development of the country as a whole. 

Surinam’s home industry is chiefly aimed at attending to the 
local needs with the exception of a few sawmills, a plywood industry, 
bauxite industry and a factory manufacturing ready-made clothing. 
Surinam produces sufficient sugar to meet the local demand and a 
small surplus is exported. Cigarettes are manufactured from imported 
tobacco, and shoes and boots from imported leather. Clay and cement 
bricks are manufactured locally and there are several small furniture 
making factories. Furthermore there are printing-offices, repair- 
shops — including a dry-dock for small vessels - and a brewery. Apart 
from bauxite, timber and sugar, Surinam exports rice, citrus-fruits, 
coconuts, coffee, cocoa and balata. 


Business in General 


There are some 1,135 shops and stores in Paramaribo, the capital — 
and the only town of any significance. The majority are small general 
stores operated by Chinese and East Indians. There is no specialization 
system and consequently it is not uncommon to find a small store 
selling anything from bicycles to canned foods. Whilst everyone, 
including shopkeepers themselves, sees only too well the hopelessness 
of this state of affairs, all efforts by the government authorities and the 
Surinam Chamber of Commerce to find a satisfactory solution, have, 
so far, been unsuccessful. 

Many of these small shopkeepers also hold a general import 
licence which permits them to import an unlimited variety of goods on 
a commission basis as well as for their own requirements. As practically 
everyone takes advantage of this situation, competition is very keen. 
The fact that about 96 per cent. of imports are liberalized and foreign 
manufacturers, eager to find new markets, are constantly on the 
lookout for new distributors, further serves to aggravate the situation. 

There are, however, a number of larger concerns operating in 
Surinam, both local firms and branches of Dutch companies. Practic-

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ally all are wholesale/retail merchants as well as commission agents. 
The majority have good showroom facilities and attractive shops, 
several of which are run on a department-store basis. There is also 
one self-service establishment and another under construction. 
Surinam is in a soft currency area. There is no preferential tariff 
or discrimination between imports from United States dollar sources 
and other countries. Practically all goods carry an import duty based 
on c.i.f. invoice value as well as $ per cent. for the import licence 
and a further $ per cent. for the upkeep of statistical records in 
Paramaribo. Duties on luxuries such as jewellery, musical instruments, 
tobacco and spirits are high whilst those on some essentials and goods 
such as agricultural machinery, mining equipment and the like, are 
relatively low. Import duties on foodstuffs are mostly charged per 
kilogramme. There are Government warehouses in Paramaribo. 


Imports from United Kingdom 


The bulk of imports from the United Kingdom consists of Scotch 
whisky (fast replacing the Dutch gin, formerly the most popular 
spirit) and bicycles. Other British goods to be found on the market 
include small industrial engines, tractors, motor cars, hardware, 
confectionery, textiles and piece goods. Duties on these vary from 
3 per cent. on the tractors to 40 per cent. on some hardware, con- 
fectionery and textile items. Since there is no preferential tariff 
and as the quality of British goods is second to none, there is no 
reason why, provided they can compete in price and delivery, they 
should not find a ready, if somewhat limited, market in Surinam. 
There is a fair demand for consumer goods and growing possibilities 
for capital goods. 

Surinam has no tourist trade to speak of, although plans for building 
a modern hotel with about eighty rooms and air-conditioned through- 
out, which are under serious consideration, will, it is hoped, help 
to stimulate this trade. 

The following table will serve to give the reader some idea of Suri- 
nam’s import trade with the United Kingdom as compared with other 
countries:

The greater part of imports from the Netherlands consists of beer, 
canned foodstuffs, potatoes and onions, dairy products, edible oils 
and fats and the like. Flour, petroleum products and heavy machinery 
(mainly for the bauxite industry), motor vehicles and agricultural 
equipment are imported from the United States. Cement and road- 
building materials come from the Caribbean Islands and French 
Guiana. 

Whilst it is true that Surinam presents growing possibilities for 
British goods, British manufacturers will have to be prepared to meet 
keen competition from other countries; and whilst it is hoped that the 
foregoing will serve to encourage British exporters anxious to find 
new markets for their products to extend their activities to Surinam, 
the advisability of making a thorough investigation when selecting an 
agent, cannot be too strongly emphasized. The Export Services 
Branch of the Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, 
London, W.C.1, can furnish a considerable amount of information 
on firms in Surinam and should always be consulted concerning 
the suitability of prospective agents and representatives.

Changes in Invoicing Procedure 


GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 794, issued by the Ministry of Finance, 
Nigeria, giving details of changes in invoicing procedure, which will 
come into force on September 1, 1958, has been received and is 
reproduced in full below: 


Notice to Importers - Invoices 

Note: In the following Notice: 

the ‘exporter’ means the person or firm consigning the goods to the 
Nigerian importer; 

the ‘supplier’ means the person or firm who supplies the goods to 
the foreign exporter (the term ‘supplier’ is normally used in connection 
with ‘raw material’ goods which have not been processed or manu- 
factured); and 

the ‘manufacturer’ means the person or firm who actually manu- 
factured the goods. 

Importers and overseas exporters are deemed to be associated if, whether 
directly or indirectly, either of them has any interest in the business or 
property of the other or both have a common interest in any business or 
property or both of them, and includes cases where: 

(a) they are under common management; 

(b) one is a branch of the other; 

(c) one is a subsidiary of the other; 

(d) one is a buying agent of the other; 

(e) one or more directors are common to both; 

(f) the owners of the two businesses are members of the same family. 

i. As from Monday, September 1, 1958. the following documents must 
be presented at Customs Houses in support of each entry for trade goods 
imported by sea or air: 

(a) For trade goods liable to ad valorem duty imported from the United 
Kingdom by a person or firm associated with the exporter — two sets 
of invoices from the suppliers or manufacturers of the goods or 

(b) For trade goods liable to ad valorem duty imported from any country 
other than the United Kingdom — two sets of each invoice necessary 
to trace the transaction back to the actual manufacturer of the goods, 
i.e.: 

Two sets of suppliers’ invoices, and, where the supplier is not the 
manufacturer, two sets of manufacturers’ invoices. 
In addition to the foregoing for all trade goods irrespective of the country 
of exportation or of their liability to duty, if any, two sets of invoices from 
the exporter, accompanied, as hitherto, by the normal Certificate of Origin 
and Value (i.e. ‘attested’ invoices). 


2. Each set of original invoices must be attached to the original Bill of 
Entry, and duplicate sets to the second copy of the entry Each duplicate 
set must, of course, be an exact copy of the original and great care must be 
exercised to ensure that each set is complete and separate, otherwise entries 
will be rejected. 

3. All the above enumerated copies of invoices will be retained by the 
Comptroller. They will, in no circumstances, be returned to the importer 
or his agent. 

4. WHEN MANuracturers’ INVOICE NOT AVAILABLE. — Relaxation of the 
requirements set out in this Notice will only be given in exceptional circum- 
stances, and then only by an officer not below the rank of Assistant Comp- 
troller or Principal Collector in the case of the Delta Ports only.

GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 794, issued by the Ministry of Finance, 
Nigeria, giving details of changes in invoicing procedure, which will 
come into force on September 1, 1958, has been received and is 
reproduced in full below: 


Notice to Importers — Invoices 

Jote: In the following Notice: 

the ‘exporter’ means the person or firm consigning the goods to the 
Nigerian importer; 

the ‘supplier’ means the person or firm who supplies the goods to 
the foreign exporter (the term ‘supplier’ is normally used in connection 
with ‘raw material’ goods which have not been processed or manu- 
factured); and 

the ‘manufacturer’ means the person or firm who actually manu- 
factured the goods. 


Importers and overseas exporters are deemed to be associated if, whether 
directly or indirectly, either of them has any interest in the business or 
property of the other or both have a common interest in any business or 
property or both of them, and includes cases where: 

(a) they are under common management; 

(b) one is a branch of the other; 

(c) one is a subsidiary of the other; 

(d) one is a buying agent of the other; 

(e) one or more directors are common to both; 

(f) the owners of the two businesses are members of the same family. 

1. As from Monday, September 1, 1958. the following documents must 
be presented at Customs Houses in support of each entry for trade goods 
imported by sea or air: 

(a) For trade goods liable to ad valorem duty imported from the United 

Kingdom by a person or firm associated with the exporter — two sets 
of invoices from the suppliers or manufacturers of the goods or 


(b) For trade goods liable to ad valorem duty imported from any country 
other than the United Kingdom — two sets of each invoice necessary 
to trace the transaction back to the actual manufacturer of the goods, 
i.e.: 

Two sets of suppliers’ invoices, and, where the supplier is not the 
manufacturer, two sets of manufacturers’ invoices. 
In addition to the foregoing for all trade goods irrespective of the country 
of exportation or of their liability to duty, if any, two sets of invoices from 
the exporter, accompanied, as hitherto, by the normal Certificate of Origin 
and Value (i.e. ‘attested’ invoices). 


2. Each set of original invoices must be attached to the original Bill of 
Entry, and duplicate sets to the second copy of the entry Each duplicate 
set must, of course, be an exact copy of the original and great care must be 
exercised to ensure that each set is complete and separate, otherwise entries 
will be rejected. 

3. All the above enumerated copies of invoices will be retained by the 
Comptroller. They will, in no circumstances, be returned to the importer 
or his agent. 

4. WHEN Manuracturers’ INVOICE NOT AVAILABLE. — Relaxation of the 
requirements set out in this Notice will only be given in exceptional circum- 
stances, and then only by an officer not below the rank of Assistant Comp- 
troller or Principal Collector in the case of the Delta Ports only.

Additional Special Licences 
Under Bank C.16 


A NOTE about the issue of special licences against Bank C.16 was 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of May 23 (page 1248). 
Further information has now been received and the earlier notice 
is felt to be misleading. 


In order to clarify the position, it is pointed out that whilst merchants 
who supply manufacturers from stock will receive special licences, 
the issue of such licences is not dependent on the value of the mer- 
chant’s purchases in 1956-57, nor has the value of such special 
licences been specifically stated. 


The value of the special licences will be determined by the Australian 
Department of Trade when they have received information about 
purchases, sales and stocks which has been called for from the 
merchants. 


The additional licences for manufacturers are intended to give 
those who normally buy largely from merchants greater access to 
licences, and will be limited to the amount necessary to bring the 
total value of licences to 25 per cent. per annum of the manufacturer’s 
purchase of the appropriate imported textiles (direct from abroad or 
through merchants) in the year 1956-57. 


Manufacturers who already have more than one-third of 25 per 
cent. of their purchases in 1956-57, either under their quota or other 
special licences, in the current licensing period, will not be able to 
benefit from this latest proposal. 


It should also be emphasized that these additional licences are for 
the current licensing period only, and will not necessarily be repeated 
in subsequent licensing periods. 


It is understood that the term ‘makers up’, used to describe those 
who are excluded from the benefit of these special licences, means 
sub-contractors who do not themselves purchase material but receive 
it from their principals for manufacture into apparel. 


Tariff Board Inquiry 


THE AUSTRALIAN MINISTER for Trade has referred to the Tariff 
Board for inquiry and report the question whether assistance should 
be accorded the production of goods classifiable in Tariff Items
